Young men In the 
class .referred to above have several 
weeks to enlist in the regular navy 
or naval reserve without restrictions.

When Hon. Charles E. Hughes dis 


cusses questions of justice, right am 
popular liberty, lie usually says some 
thing that is 
worth 
remembering 


Since the opening of the war, he has 
made statements on various questions 
that seemed to clear the air, dissipate 
the fog of misconception and show the 
facts in their true light. 


Speaking on the "Responsibilities ol 


Journalism" 
before 
the 
American 


Newspaper Association at New York 
the other day, Judge Hughes said that 
"the effective prosecution of war in- 
volves the necessity of certain restric- 
tions in our accustomed freedom." 


While that truth might be regarded 


us obvious, yet there are thousands of 
people today going around this coun- 
try talking: of the alleged abuse of 
freedom because they cannot say what 
they please and do what they please. 


There are certain rights which can 


be abridged and certain others which 
must be preserved even during war. 
"The right of honest criticism," said 
air. Hughes, "cannot be surrendered 
" without impairing 
the essentials of 


liberty and the preservation 
of 
the 


nation itself," That is an obvious fact 
and while it is very important as a 
principle of law and of liberty, yet 
unfortunately a great 
many 
people 


seem to believe that it justifies un- 
warranted criticism and 
bitter 
de- 


'nunciation 
of President Wilson and 


other government officials. 


In the first place note that the crit- 


icism must be "honest," it must be 
based on facts and must not consist 
of mere ridicule such as some papers ; 
under the plea of privilege are dai 
hurling at the officials at Washing to 
from the president down. 


Mr. Hughes states that "our officer 


of 
government are not a privilege 


class." That as a general propositio 
is true; but to a great extent some 
them are constituted a privileged clas 
through the necessities of war. Oth 
erwise, the nation could not wage wa 
successfully. 
Who does 
not 
realiz 


thai President Wilson and some othe 
officials are to a certain extent invest 
oil with autocratic power for the pur 
pose of prosecuting the war? 


Their relation to the public in Urn 


of war is somewhat similar to that o 
;i judge on the bench. Unjust criti 
eism of it judge is contempt of court 
such criticism of the commandcr-in 
chief of the army and navy, if likeU 
to prejudice him, personally as sue! 
or to injure the cause for which 
are at war, may be adjudged as trea 
son. Even 
some prominent 
jurists 


sometimes leave themselves open t 
misinterpretation 
and so Mr. Hughes 


has done when he offered an indireci 
defense for republican criticism of the 
administration 
at Washington, 
mos 


of which is unjust and 
made 
from 


political rather than patriotic motives 


BEAT HITCHCOCK 


There are so many men in the Unit- 


ed States senate who are admirably 
equipped to fill Senator Stone's place 
as chairman of the committee on for- 
eign relations, that there would he no 
excuse 
for appointing 
any member 


with a yellow streak. 


Senator Hitchcock would 
be 
the 


choice under the seniority rule, but he 
is wholly unfitted for the responsibil- 
ities of the place. It would be almost 
treason to appoint him. Senator Wil- 
liams of Mississippi is the man who 
from ability and loyalty to the coun- 
try and to the administration, would 
he the most acceptable choice. The 
friends of Senator Lodge urge his in- 
timate knowledge of foreign relations 
as giving him a strong claim to the 
honor of tilling the vacancy. Lodge 
as certainly well qualified, so far as 
comprehensive knowledge of foreign

From time to time there lias been 


considerable 
criticism of exemption 


boards of various ciiies, but .seldom 
a fair statement of tiie very laborious 
work done so faithfully and well by 
these boards.

ticularly^ fortunate in having on her 
exemption boards men who are will- 
ing to sacrifice their time and their 
business, as many of them have done, 
in order to see the work of examining 
and 
selecting 
registrants 
properly 


done. 


Some newspapers made much of the 


fact that a number of men sent to the 


rious camps were rejected by the 


army surgeons.

that this was no reflection upon the 
exemption boards, the physicians of

Where a slight defect in vision, a bad 
ooth, or some other minor defect, was 
; 


he only objection found, the examiner 
or the exemption board did not feel 
ustified 
in granting exemption. If 


did. so in several cases, he might 
accused of favoritism. Hence 
in 


ending such registrants to camp and 
etting the army surgeon decide their 
ases, the board doctor took the proper 
ourse. It is a fact also, that some 
rmy surgeons are more rigid in their 
equireinents than are others, but 
:ieir decisions go whether rigid or 
therwise. Registrants rejected after 


going1 to camp have doubtless been 
embarrassed on being sent home, but 
we venture to say 
that 
they would 


rather be sent home than 
be sent 


across to the scene of battle. 


The exemption boards have had a 


very difficult and thankless 
task to 


perform, but 
they have worked pa- 


tiently feeling that in so doing they 
were rendering a service to the coun- 
try in time of dire necessity.
